The cost of raw materials pertaining 
to practically every branch of the oil 
trade, with the possible exception of j 
petroleum, has this year risen to levels 


extraordinarily high, and a singu- 
lar point of it is the porportionate 
uniformity of the advances. A_ dif- 
ferent cause may be assigned in each 
individual instance, but there is a 
blanket excuse for all in the simple 
fact that demand has overtaken the 
supply, In some cases, involving sta- 
ple oils of chief importance, there has 
developed such a genuine scarcity and 
values have risen so high in conse- 
quence, that an unusually heavy de- | 
mand for substitutes of all kinds has | 
been created, and this search for ei 
material to fill the place of another | 
has been mainly responsible for so 
many advances among certain articles 
generally considered as of minor im- 
portance, the supply of which is usual- 
ly more than ample to meet all mar- 
ket requirements. 

An oil which has been found 
singularly useful this year in mak- 
ing up discrepancies elsewhere has 
been menhaden, The demand for 
“fish oil” has been unusually persist- 
ent and heavy, and to add further 
strength to the situation the supply 


has fallen short of the fair average| be 


quantity expected at this time of year. 

When the season opened in March, 
it found the market bare of stock, an 
occurrence which may be looked upon 
in the light of a rarity in itself. It 
was an encouraging position for the 
fisheries and for a short time it looked 


as if they were about to reap a sub- 
stantial harvest. They began with a 


catch of some two thousand barrels of 
herring, as against a fair supply under 


ordinary circumstances of five or six 
hundred. As there had been no fish 


oil carried over, this herring oil found 
a ready sale, and when the time came 
for menhaden, a month or two later, 
there was an urgent call for crude oil 
from all quarters. But the catch was 
disappointing from the start, 
cially with the Chesapeake and South- 
ern fleets, which up to this time have 
not been able to come even reason- 
ably close to filling the demands, and, 
as is usual, the fish caught early in 
the season have been small and lean, 
and the yield of oil and scrap has been 
proportionately light.

ADULTERATION AND THE 
LAW. 


We would draw the attention of 
readers of the Reporter to an account 
of a recently passed Ohio law against 


the sale of adulterated turpentine, 
Witich appears in another page of this 
issue. The law is short and to the 
point, and if properly enforced, as 
Wwe are given to understand it has 
becn, and it will be, it should put an 
end to those gross frauds which have 


been perpetrated upon the paint manu- 


facturing and other consuming in- 
dustries for so many years, and which 
have hitherto been a disgrace to the 


State of Ohio and have tended to bring 


its commerce into disrepute, 


“leveland has for a long time been 
t Mecca for dealers in “cheap” tur- 
pentine, The bargains which could 
be had in this staple commodity in 
that market were advertised far and 
near and the business apparently 
thrived, notwithstanding its glaring 
deception.

Most of the dis- 
tillers are small people, and they are 
widely distributed, often far from 
towns. So they have formed a syndi- 
eate which controls the sales both for 


home and abroad. What is perhaps of 
greater significance is that they are 
aiming at producing a uniform quality 


from all their factories. All the tur- 
pentine manufacturers have _ joined, 
and it is expected that the new com- 
bination will be able to extend the in- 
dustry very greatly.

York, granted a permanent injunction 
igainst Louis Leavitt and Leo Orn- 
stein, who had been manufacturing a 
paint and varnish remover’ under 
United States patent No, 931,335. Suit 
Was brought by the Chadeloid Chem- 
ical Company, and the court held that 
this remover was an infringement of 
their basic United States patent No. 
714,880. On August 4, 1910, the United 
States Circuit Court also granted a 
preliminary injunction against the 
Daxe Varnish Company et al. in the 
suit of the Chadeloid Chemical Com- 
pany against that concern. This is 
the thirteenth time that a United 


States Court has held the above patent 
to be valid and has entered injunctions 


against the defendants. 
According to a British consular re- 
port from Nice the complaint is still 


made by French exporters that the sale 
of comparatively cheap and _ inferior 
Italian oils in the United Kingdom 
interferes with the sale of the purer, 
but dearer, olive oils of the French 
Riviera. It is also said that wages in 
France are too high for it to be feasi- 
ble to cut down prices to such an ex- 
tent as to make it possible to compete 
on equal terms with Italian exporters. 
In 1909 there was a falling off as com- 
pared with the preceding years in the 
value of non-alcoholic perfumes. ex- 
ported. Fluctuations, of course, occur 
from year to year, not easily explain- 
able. in the demand for perfumes of 
particular kinds. It is possible that in 
1909 the higher priced non-alcohol per- 


fumes or some of them, may have 
fallen out of favor. There was, how- 
ever, a compensation in the shape of 
a rise in the value of alcoholic per- 


fumes exported.

' Regarding the making of vermillion 
in China, a report is received by the 
Bureau of Manufactures from Vice 
Consul-General S. J. Fuller at Hong 
Kong to the effect that factories there 
have trade secrets regarding the pro- 
duction of vermilion that are carefully 
preserved, Among other things the 
report § says: “The manufacture of 
this pigment is among the foremost 
of the colony’s industries. There are 
something like 100 small plants for the 


manufacture of vermillion in Hong 
Kong and Kowloon. The raw material 
comes from Australia, and the ver- 


milion is prepared altogether by what 
is known as the wet method. The Chi- 
nese made artificial cinnabar long be- 
fore Europe was a civilized country, 
and to this day there are trade se- 
crets in the vermilion industry which 
no European has yet been able to 
fathom. Some of the granite stones 
here between which the pulverized ore 
is ground are almost pre-historic.” 


About fifty bottlers of soda water 
and soft drinks in Philadelphia have 
been arrested in the course of the past 
week or two by agents of the Pennsyl- 
yania Dairy and Pure Food Commis- 
sion on the charge of adulterating 
their wares in violation of the State 
act. Analysis of these beverages shows 
that some contain saccharin insead of 
Sugar, chemical compounds instead of 
fruit juices, and saponin or soap bark 
to make beverages foam. In nearly 
every other case the dealers arrested 
have paid their fines, amounting to 
from $25 to $100. The agents of the 
State Commission are always con- 
ducting an investigation into the meth- 
ods of ice cream manufacturers 
throughout the State. Many samples 
already examined show the existence 
of coloring and flavoring materials. 
Coal-tar dyes and amyl compounds 
are found to have been used exten- 
sively, while one sample of ice cream 


proved to be loaded with formalde- 
hyde. 

Exports from Gambia, west coast of 
Africa during the last year included 
the following:—Ground nuts, 53,644 
tons, £223,231; wax, 48,969 pounds, 
£2,180; palm kernels, 389 tons, £3,- 
526. A record crop of ground nuts 
was gathered last year and the total

amount exported, 53,644 tons, shows an 
increase of 21,680 tons beyond the pre- 
ceding year, and an increase of 8,170 
tons over 1903, the record year prior to 
1909. This trade, which commenced in 
the year 1835 in consequence of the de- 
mand for nuts in America and Eng- 
land, has now almost entirely passed 
over to France. It is understood that 
an attempt is to be made by a firm in 
“ngland to manufacture oil from the 
nuts supplied from the Gambia, and it 


is hoped that this may result in a 
greater proportion of the trade going 
to the mother country.

The commodity in this case was ac- 
cording to the invoice, 30 curboys ot 
“glacial acetic acid,’ dutiable at a speci- 
fie rate per pound.

It appeared 
that one carboy was broken and the con- 
tents destroyed cr lost. The weigher's 
return s ed 349 carboys at a gross 
weignt of pounds. He also reported 
that the invoice tare as noted was not 
considered excessive, thus adopting the 
tare. It wus claimed by the importers 
the General Chemical Company, that the 
weigher pursued the wrong method by 
adopting bis own weights and the invoice 
tare. That het should have taken’ the 
actual tare The importers claimed also 
that the excess must be due to the ab- 
sorption of moisture, which of necessity, 
of course, would be am absorption § of 
moisture by the packages, as, the liquid 
or acid, being contained in gtass carboys, 
could hardly be said to have absorbed

New Drug Stores for Philadelphia. 


RIKER-HEGEMAN SAID TO HAVE AC- 
QUIRED DESIRABLE SITES TO 
EXTEND THEIR BUSINESS 
IN THAT CITY. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 18, 1910. 


Rumors to the effect that efforts have 
been made to secure three of the busiest 
corners in the city as the sites for drug 
stores shortly followed the announcement 
of the formation of the Riker-Hegeman 
Company of New York, and seemed to 
emphasize the alleged intention of that 
corporation to open drug stores in Phila- 
delphia as well as in New York, Balti- 
more and Boston. The general opinion 
that if this procedure materializes, the 
company’s stores will be located in the 
shopping district of the city, has calmed, 
to a large extent, the fears of the retail 
druggists in the residential sections, who 
apparer.tly were inclined to believe that 
the corporation would open competing 
stores on almost every vacant corner. 

According to report, the locations which 
are now sought for by the comnany are 
Thirteenth and Market streets, Thirteenth 
and Chestnut streets and Eighth and 
Market streets, where stores would be 
admirably situated to catch the city’s 
transient trade. Another rumor has it 
that overtures have been made to. George 
RB. Evans, who owns five drug stores in 
proximity to these locations, to sell one 
one or more of his establishments to the 
chain-store company. But Mr. Evans is 
now in Europe, and little credence is 
placed in this report. With large capital 
at his command and with his well-known 
fighting spirit, it is declared that attempts 
to compete with him would result in 
heavy losses to newcomers. 

Nothing definite could be learned from 
the owners of the properties which the 
New York company is said to be attempt- 
ing to get hold of. One of these corners 
is now occupied by a store of the United 
Cigar Stores Company. All are in prox- 
imity to large dry goods stores, one of 
which has a drug denartment, while all 
earry extensive lines of toilet and sundry 
articles.

Use of Fertilizers in Russia, 

THE EFFECT OF AGRICULTURE UPON 

THE SOIL—REPORT OF AMERICAN 
CONSUL AT ODESSA. 


Washington, Aug. 19, 1910. 


The use of fertilizers in Russia and 
the effect of uninterrupted agricultural 
industry upon the soils of the country 
are discussed in a report from Consul 
John H. Grout, at Odessa. The princi- 
pal points in this report include the sta- 
tistics of imports by Russia of fertilizers, 
and is as follows:— 


‘‘Despite the current theory that the black 
earth of the country requires no manure or 
fertilizers and that a good loess requires them 
oniy occasionally and in limited quantities, 
reality shows that where the fields of loess 
and black earth have been tilled for some 
time uninterruptedly they display unmistakable 
evidence of cxtiaustion, and fertilizers as well 
As cor m farm manures have been applied 
with varying degrees of success. Hence 
igainst all theory Russia must, in a not dis- 
tant future, become a large purchaser of fer- 
tilizers and also have to make such changes 
in her farming methods as will enable her to 
have the largest possible quantity of all kinds 
of farm manures. Aided by a proper and 
sound system of drainage or irrigation, which. 
ever the local circumstances may indicate, 
Russia, or at least those parts south of the 
fiftieth degree of latitude, will then become 
five times as valuable for agriculture as at 
present. 

‘“‘An inquiry made into this subject gives 
evidence that already there is a certain de- 
mand, and a rapidly growing one, for fer- 
tilizers Not only is all taken up that the 
Russian industry is able to supply, but im- 
portation is also on the increase, as the fol- 
lowing table of imports during the last three 
years will show:—

“Leaving out the Chilean saltpeter, which 


was probably used in the production of ex- 
plosives and chemicals, there remains an im- 
port of over 234.000 tons of fertilizers in 
1909. It is estimated that to this must be 
added about 126,000 tons of fertilizers, hone 
meal, horn powder, hide waste, various kinds 
of ashes and sunerphosphates produced in Rus- 
sia, making the total consumption about 
360,000 tons, The principal consumers were 
the Baltic provinces and Poland and adjoin- 
ing provinces that follow their example The 
central parts use principally locally produced 
fertilizers, as the cost of transportation hin- 
ders the employment of the imported article. 
The increasing price of nearly all kinds of ar- 
tificial fertilizers in most markets of the in- 
terior is perhaps the best indication of their 
growing use and popularity.’

the stock necessary to hold the trade 
of their customers. Demand may 
not be very heavy at any one 
time during the coming season, but it 
must not be forgotten that stocks of 
all kinds with the manufacturers are 
already very much depleted and that 
the consuming needs of the country will 
require attention in due course, To 
meet these requirements there will be 


at least a moderate demand for lin- 
seed oil, and it is expected that before 
long buyers will be forced into the 


market to supply wants for immediate 
consumption, and that trade will 
liven up considerably before long. The 
statistical positions of seed and oil 
are so strong and so well understood 
that it is not necessary at this time to 
pass any further comment on them. 
They do not grow weaker with the 
lapse of time, and there is every indi- 
eation that if prices do not soon ad- 
vance they will at least hold tightly 
to the present levels. There has been, 
however, during the last few days a 
somewhat easier tendency, due en- 
tirely to the absence of buying inter- 
est. Early in the week crushers pro- 
fessed to be firm upon the basis of 88 
‘ents for car lots of State or Western 
oil, but at the end of the week they 
openly quoted 87 cents. The reduc- 
tion, if it can be so called (for oil was 
offered the previous week at the same 
figure), was not sufficiently enticing to 
create a demand, and very little oil 
was sold at any price. The Official 
card quotations were unchanged from 
the basis of 89 and 90 cents for State 
or Western and city brands, respective- 
ly, in lots of five or more barrels. In 
view of the continued quiet, however, 
these figures could probably be shad- 
ed a cent. The market, however, is 
still on edge, and it would take little 
buying encouragement to send prices 
up

Linseed Cake and Meal. 

During the latter part of the week 
just closed the inquiries and bids for 
linseed oil cake have come in in ex- 
ceptionally large numbers at moderate 
to considerable advances over prices 


recently indicated by European buy- 
ers. The nominal figure of $33@34 of 
last week has been strengthened and 
made an actual going agore. Sales 
have been made at $33.30@34.25, as to 
quality and shipment. It is presumed 
that this sudden change in the atti- 
tude of European buyers is due to 
further sharp advances of linseed in 


European markets and the growing 


evidence of shortage of raw material. 
Meal is in fair demand at the un- 
changed figure of $37 per ton. 





Cottonseed Oil, 
The market continued active througn.- 


out the week and_= substantial ad- 
vances were scored in all the new ae- 
liveries. There was an increase in 


the volume of commission nouse busi- 
ness and, while there seemed to be a 
good deal of profit-taking at times, 
the demand was sufficient to absorb 
offerings without any material reces- 


sion. The buying of the October and 
November deliveries was a_ feature, 
the advance in those positions being 


ascribed to a belief that a scarcity of 
oil will likely be experienced until 
late in the fall. The rapidity which 
characterized the advance in the gen- 
eral market has led to expressions of 
conservatism in some quarters. It is 


contended that the shorts have been 
severely routed and many accounts 
evened up. Handsome profits have 
been accumulated on the long side also 
and it is feared the desire to ‘‘cash 
in” will cause a sharp. reaction in 
values. On the other hand, the firm 
position taken by the mills through- 
out the South has’ prompted. confi- 
dence in the’ refined market. The 
crushers have simply refused to offer 
crude except at fancy prices, and buy- 
ers have been forced to bid up lively 
to secure tanks. The present level of 
spot and nearby oil has _ practically 
placed it out of the reach of manu- 


facturing consumers. The leading com- 
pound producers are known to be well 
covered by previous contracts, and 
some of the largest concerns are turn- 
ing out a record production. The small- 
er plants, who have not anticipated 
their oil requirements, are placed in

“Petroleum and its derivatives rank second 
in value among the products and exports of 
Roumania. The total amount of crude oil pro- 
duced in 1909 was 1,436 tons, as against 
1,270,074 in 1908, an increase of 160,277 tons. 
The production is mainly in the hands of large 
corporations whose capital is almost entirely 
owned outside of the country. The following 
table shows the capital investment of the four 
iargest companies and their production in 1908 
and 1909:—

‘“‘In 1908 a law was passed by the Roumanian 
~arliament with the avowed object of curtail 
ing the competition of the Romano-Americana, 
which, by modern methods of distribution and 
by largely eliminating the middlemen, had 
been able to sell its products much more cheap- 
ly than any other producer, and which, it was 
feared, would get complete control of the local 
market. According to this law the producers 
were divided into three classes—A, those pro-

West Virginia main- 
tains the lead in the number of failures 
to reach the producing sands, and 
there is apparently litthe encourage- 
ment to justify the persistent efforts to 
develop new fields in what has been 
considered the most promising section 
of the high-grade fields. Within the es- 
tablished districts of West Virginia 
the most favorable results are credited 
to the Shinnston pool of Harrison 
county, one completion approximating 
600 barrels during the first twenty-four 
hours, and the productiveness of this 
well is more suggestive of the capacity 
of the earlier completions in the forma- 
tion than any other result of recent 
months. Some of the old Shinnston 
producers are maintaining gratifying 
records, and eleven wells in the district 
were said to have a daily aggregate of 
1,730 barrels. Roane county is still in 
first place in completions, but the rec- 
ord is marred by the preponderance of 
dusters, Ritchie county was the scene 
of two completions above the average, 
one yielding 60 barrels the first eighteen 
hours and the other placing 45 barrels 
to its credit during the first fifteen 
hours. The remarkable producer in the 
old Bristoria field of Greene county, 
Penn., which had an initial capacity of 
30 barrels an hour, has been on the 
steady decline, a late report giving its 
output as 245 barrels a day. This, how- 
ever, is still a stimulating result in a 
field where light pumpers have been 
the rule during recent years. The 
Southeastern Ohio section of the high- 
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grade fields furnished a noteworthy 
completion in the deep sand territory 
of Fairfield county, the well under agi- 
tation flowing at the rate of 15 barrels 
an hour. Later it settled into a 150 
barrel per day producer. The Lima 
fields of Northwestern Ohio and Indiana 
present a much more favorable show- 
ing for the week so far as new produc- 
tion are concerned, although there was 
little change in completed work. The 
mainstay of the new production is the 
Oakland City district of Indiana, the 
four completions of the week all being 
successful and having a total average 
daily capacity of 460 barrels. Wildcat- 
ting continues more or less a feature of 
Illinois operations, but the results offer 
little of favorable significance, In nine 
counties among the week's” returns 
were single completions recorded, all of 
which were failures. Among the estab- 


lished fields of Illinois, Lawrence 
county leads’ in new production, 
while Crawford county is first in 


the number of wells brought in. The 
best completion of the week was 
a 500 barrel well in Dennison town- 
ship, Lawrence county. The Sandoval 
field of Marion county continues to dis- 
appoint the expectations of operators, 
dusters practically precluding the de- 
velopment of extensions to the north- 
west and southwest. Advices from the 
mid-continent field regard general con- 
ditions as warranting an early advance 
in the crude market, and so long as 
the prevailing basis remains in effect, 
operations, it is believed, will continue 
light throughout the field. Another re- 
tarding factor of late has been the ex- 
tremity of the weather. Some fairly 
large wells were drilled in the North 
Glenn pool. The production at Hamil- 
ton continues on the downward scale, 
having fallen below the 800 barrel daily 
mark. California advices note the

The Vegetable Oil Trade of Moscow. 


In the annual Moscow chemical report 
fo: 1909 it is observed that both American 
and French colophony are sold on the 
Moscow market, but the American is the 
index for price. Owing to reduced Ameri- 
can production, prices, after being irregu- 
lar, stiffened towards the end of the year. 
Castor oil fell slightly, but ultimately 
made the good level of 6 roubles 30 co- 
pecks to 6 roubles 45 copecks per pood of 
36 pounds. This oil is not now made in 
Moscow, and consumers are obliged to get 
it from the St. Petersburg and Libau oil 
mills. Cocoanut oil rose up to 7 roubles 
i) copecks per pood at the end of the 
year. It is made in but small quantities 
in Moscow by the Brocard Company, and 
only for its own use in the manufacture 
of toilet soaps. All other consumers in 


the Moscow district are supplied with 
their cocoanut oil by the St. Petersburg. 
Libau, Riga, and Odessa oil mills, and 
for the first time last year by the oil 


mills of Nishni-Novgorod, Cottonseed oil 
has now got a firm footing in the district 


for various purposes, and although the 
production is now a very extensive one, 
reaching already over 1,500,000 poods per 


annum, it finds a good sale in the coun- 
try. Several Central Asiatic oil mills de- 
liver these goods, among which the prin- 
cipai are the Andrieffsky Company, the 
Solovieff Company and the Appanage 
department. Locally the only oil used is 
double refined Last year, 1909, cottonseed 
oil nad a good run in view of the great 
rise in other vegetable oils and tallow, and 
particularly because of the appreciation 
in the price of sunflowerseed oil, which is 
the chief competitor of cottonseed oil 
The price in Moscow was 5 roubles 25 co- 
roubles 50 copecks. Early in 
the vyear—and later when the disaster be-

consideration. The’ bullish 
ments, while believed tou be warranted 
on the increasing strength of crude, 
exceeded general expectations in their 
material extent. While lower prices 
for powdered and granular opium were 
confirmed, the basis was un- 
changed, but the market for the latter 
is entirely nominal and weak in tone in

consequence of the proximity of the 
cheaper new supplies. Quinine seems 
to be receiving more attention; the 
cinchona bark shipments for the half 
month proved in excess of the aver- 
age. Creosote carbonate is offered at 
a material reduction from the level of 


creosotal, the patent for which has re- 
cently expired. Cocoa butter was 
again firmer for bulk, reflecting prim- 
ary conditions. Russian ergot is in up- 
ward tendency abroad, the crop out- 
look not being favorable, and spot sup- 
plies of both Russian and Spanish are 
light. Haarlem oil was firmer in some 
quarters, supplies coming under a 
closer control as a result of the recent 
difficulties. Nitrate of silver was eas- 
ier under the influence of bullion. New 
arrivals of tamarinds brought prices to 
a lower level. The slight decline in 
crushed soap bark was attributed to 
competition. Among the essential oils 
interest centers in the progress of the 


distillation of the new crops. Local 
stocks of peppermint, spearmint and 
wormwood are unusually light, but 


dealers are reluctant to operate for new 
supplies, as later developments are re- 


garded as promising more advan- 
tageous terms. Completions and the 


easier position of seed explain the low- 
er level of oil of caraway.

tioned, but the basis was believed to 
indicate opium of standard test. Some 
of the crop estimates are being revised 
to a lower level, one report naming 
8,200 cases. Supplies, it was stated, 
were not coming forward so readily 
from the gathering districts to the 
principal shipping quarters, but wheth- 
er this condition was due to lighter 
collections or to the more favorable 
position of the natives owing to the 
greater facilities afforded by the banks 
could not be determined.

As a jobbing basis 38@40c. pre- 
vails, but 37c. was found available to 
a limited extent. An arrival of 12 
barrels of Para from the producing 
quarter has been noted, but this vari- 
ety is in equally light supply and 
values are sustained at 45@47%c. 

The firs continue quiet at lately rul- 
ing figures, $4.50@4.60 for Canada and 
$1@1.10 for Oregon, as to style of pack- 
age. 

Quotations for Peru cover the same 
wide range, $1.65@1.90, as to seller. 


Barks. 
Quiet conditions have prevailed in 
the market for the barks during the 


week, and the only variation in quota- 
tions to be noted is a slightly lower 
range for crushed soap bark at 74@ 


7%4c. under the influence of competi- 
tion, sharpened by the abatement of 
demand. Cut is held at 81%4@9c., while 
6%@7c. prevails for whole bark. 
Little interest is manifested in 
cascara sagrada, and there is prac- 


tically no incentive to negotiate for 
the new peel. For shipment from the 
coast almost the equivalent of 7c. here 
is asked, while last year’s bark is ob- 
tainable on spot at 7c. 


Firmer views have been expressed in 
some quarters for cottonroot bark, as 
a result of light stocks, and 16c. seems 
to be more generally quoted. In a 
limited way 14c. was found acceptable. 


Prickly ash bark quotations show 
the same wide range at 13%@18c. for 


Southern and 13%@20c. for Northern. 
_ Wahoo bark of root was reported 
firmer at the close at 16c., the cheap- 
er lots having been taken and available 
supplies now being well controlled, 


Beans. 


The conditions regarding the next 
Mexican crop present the most inter- 
esting consideration in the week’s re- 
view of the vanilla situation. The de- 
velopments in the new production have 
assumed a more definite character, 
and advices from the growing districts 
give the extent as between 250,000 and 
300,000 pounds of beans. While these 
estimates indicate a yield of 50,000 to 
100,000 pounds in excess of the previous 
crop, the effect is minimized when the 
earlier forecasts, some of which in- 
volved seemingly extravagant quanti- 
ties, are taken into account. The out- 
look for the new crop is equally favor- 
able as regards quality, the develop- 
ment of the beans so far having been 
so promising that the supply of cuts 
is expected to be of relatively small 
proportions. For the same reason the 
harvest of the new beans will prob- 
ably be later than usual unless some 
unforeseen setback is experienced. The 


average good crop of Mexican beans 
amounts to about 200,000 pounds. Tast 


year’s production suffered considerably 


from the prolonged drought, and did 
not exceed 140,000 pounds of beans, 
while 50,000 pounds represented the 
vield of cuts. Interest in the new 
Mexican situation is more or _ less 
speculative at this time as cuts are 


not due until late in the year, and the 
first arrivals of whole beans cannot 
be counted upon before April or May. 
The outlook for the new Bourbon 
crops continues favorable, and _ there 
have been further advices estimating 


the aggregate of all the producing 
islands as 325,000 kilos. A small in- 
crease is reckoned upon from Mada- 


gascar, although the conditions in the 
growing districts of the latter source 
are involved in more 


or less uncer- 
tainty. The holdings of Bourbons in 
France are reported unusually small. 


and stocks of the qualities desirable for 
American account are almost cleared 
The choicer grades in France. will 
prohably be taken for home consumpn- 
tion, as they cannot he marketed to 
advantage here under the present con 
ditions of our market Even the 


cheaper descriptions abroad are still 
above the spot parity. The London 
auction, which was scheduled for last 
Wednesday, has, as we intimated pre- 
viously, been postponed with a view, 
it is believed, of including the first of 


the new Seychelles in the offerings, 
which otherwise would have been of 
little significance. Local trading has 
been of a light seasonable character, 
but dealers await the turn of the 
month as an occasion to stimulate 
keener interest for fall requirements. 
There have been indications that 
stocks in consumers’ hands have 
been permitted to reach an un- 
usually low level, and regular buy- 
ing for current account is expected 


to be a feature of the market over the 
next few months. Stocks in the usual 
sources of local supply have been well 
reduced, especially of Bourbons, and 
dealers are likely to find themselves 
dependent upon the French markets in 
the near future or before the more im- 


portant arrivals of new beans. No 
variation is to be noted in the ruling 
quotations on spot. 

Angostura tonka beans are main- 
tained at $3, at which level the mar- 
ket has but nominal significance, the 
few holders not being disposed to sell 


except in a limited way to their regu- 
lar trade.

Developments in the principal domes- 

tic oils now in process of distillation 


command primary censideration in the 
week's review. Peppermint, as. the 
leading staple, is naturally the center 


of interest. The conditions governing 
this essence are apparently shaping 
themselves toward the status that pre- 
vailed last year. It will be recalled 


that following the previous harvest 
growers’ views assumed a bullish tenor 
that local dealers, as a rule, regarded 
as unwarranted and for a number of 
weeks negotiations between buyers and 
sellers were practically at a standstill. 
Dealers entered the primary market 
only as their urgent requirements dic- 


tated. The smallness of available spot 
stocks is undoubtediy reckoned as a 
bullish factor by producers in the pres- 


ent campaign, but from all indications 
there will be plenty of oil for all pur- 
poses and if the situation be left to its 
natural developments, it is believed by 


these who have been in close touch 
with primary conditions that normal 
values will be in effect as between 
grower and dealer as well as between 
dealer and consumer. There is little 
doubt that the current production is 


late, new oil sometimes being available 
on the iccal market at this time. Some 
tentative figures have been named from 
the country, but no definite offers have 
been traced as yet. On spot the range 


for bulk oil is firmly maintained at 
$1.90@$2, but under the ruling condi- 
tions quotations have little more than 


nominal significance Dealers are not 
disposed to release any lots of conse- 
quence, and as a rule cater only to the 


usual wants of their regular trade. 
Rottles are firmer at $2.40@2.50. Re- 
perts of the prevalence of cholera in

Next in interest among the domestic 
oils is spearmint, The local market is 
practically nominal, as stocks have 
been reduced to a minimum, and at the 
prevailing range of $2.25@2.50 it may 
be found difficult to secure anything in 
excess of retail quantities. The dis- 
tillation has not progressed sufficiently 
to afford any comprehensive basis for 
new supplies. According to late ad- 
vices from the country, the crop out- 
look was not especially encouraging, 
as the plants had not developed to a 
stage that promised a prolific yield of 
oil, and practically no new acreage had 
been given to spearmint cultivation 
this year. Reports have been current 
of a move toward concentration of 
primary supplies. 

In almost the same position as spear- 
mint is wormwood. The local market 
is meagerly supplied, and sales have 
been reported among dealers during 
the last few days at $6.50. The crop 
distillation is said to be well advanced 
and is expected to be of fairly normal 
proportions. While the acreage is 
larger by 100 acres than last year, the 
long drought during the summer 
proved a setback that may negative 
the effect of the increased plantings, 
and one report indicated the prospects 
of a yield 25 per cent. below that of 
last year. Country stocks are believed 
to be coming under the control of a 
leading operator there. 

According to late advices the crop of 
wormseed may fall below average pro- 
portions, and with light spot holdings 
firmness dominates the market at $1.75 
@ 1.85 Little is obtainable at the in- 
side figure. 

Cedar leaf remains firm at the ad- 
vance of 50@55e., previously noted. Spot 
supplies have been materially reduced, 
but there seems to be a difference of 
opinion with regard to country stocks. 

Lemon has been the subject of stim- 
ulating advices more as to futures of 
new crop than as to prompt shipment. 
Futures are held at what may be in- 
tended as a restrictive level, as ship- 
pers are said to be unwilling to enter 
into engagements for oil while prices 
for fruit remain at their present high 
level. There is little interest in prompt 
shipment for local account, since the 
market here remains below the primary 
parity. The more favorable position of 
the Camera Agrumaria as to citrus 
products is believed to be reflected in 
the present status of lemon oil abroad. 
Details of the new act governing the 
production and marketing of the citrus 
products in Italy are published in an- 
other part of this issue Bergamot 
is reported firm at the higher level 
lately in effect for the new crop, but 
there is little support to the primary 
market from this quarter. Negotia- 
tions for supplies of orange in any 
position abroad remain practically at 
a standstill as a result of the con- 
tinued uncertainty of the duty question.

Our Bulgarian rrespondent writes on 
July 27 that the market continues dull and 
tagnant, with a downward tendency. The 
sudden and sharp advance in. the price of 
his year’s otto, which we reported a fort- 
nigat ago, has been suddenly checked. The 
owners of old stock and the local speculators 


have so far purchased but very little new 
otto, and their attempt to “hull” the mar- 
ket and to establish prohibitive prices has 
failed, Dealers have so far limited their 
purchases to immediate requirements only, 
none being disposed to invest money in 
large stocks of otto, especially as the rose 
output of every village whose otto has been 
recently bought has turned out from 25 to 
30 per cent. larger In many villages in the 
counties of Stara Zagora, N Zagora and 
Kazanlik the produce has pr d only 10 per 
cent. smaller, and in many even larger than 
last year's, Just as last vear’ verified re 
ports claimed the crop to be only 135,000 
oz, and when this same crop was purchased 
and exported by the dealers it inereased to 
over 185,000 oz., so this year too the crop is 
not 2,560 kilos. or 90,240 0z., as me purpose 
ly minimize it, but far in excess. We doubt, 
however, if half of the present crop will be 





disposed of at this year’ high prices. Tn 
the face of so many fine brands of synthetic 
otto of rose, sold variously from 3s. to 4s 


per oz., we feel more than sure that most of 
this year’s output will remain unsold in 
the hands of the Bulgarian speculators. 


Flowers. 


For arnica flowers 11@12c. is the pre- 
vailing range. The market is showing 
improvement in response to strength- 
ening conditions at initial centers., The 
covering of short sales was reported 
us a factor for the foreign movement. 

Calendula flowers are generally

While whole gum is offered at $1.10@

Natural Gas in New Brunswick. 


Washington, Aug. 19, 1910. 

In ‘communication to the Bureau of 
Manuraectures, Consul M. J. Hendrick, of 
Moncton, writes that an English com- 
pany whieh has been drilling for oil in 
New Brunswick found large quantities of 
eas ut about 1,600 feet depth. Three wells, 
with reputed supply of 7,000,000 cubic 
feet daily, have been capped until pipes 
can be laid 12 miles to Moncton. An 
associated company has purchased the 
charter of the Moncton Street Railway 
Company und leased from the city its gas 
and eleetric plants. The company will 
also furnish gas for pumping water at the 
city water works and use it for the pro- 
posed street-car service. Actual construc- 
tion work must begin not later than 
March 26, 1911, but it understood that 
the matter will be pushed this year. The 
oil-well company has four wells, produc- 
ing about 20 barrels of good, clean oil per 
day, and the entire leased field will be 
tested for oil and It is claimed that 
i ridge with the same geological forma- 
tion runs from the site of the present 
wells westerly to Sussex, 45 miles from 
Moncton.

Quiet trade conditions are generally 
reported in the chemical market, al- 
though manufacturing consumers have 
been more disposed to cover future re- 
quirements. Spot trading has not been 
extensive and transactions have usu- 


ally represented actual requirements. 
The movement on old contracts has 
been of fair average proportions and 


the distribution continues to keep sup- 


plies within reasonable bounds. Re- 
cent importations have not been as 
free as formally and the supply of 


some descriptions of chemicals is com- 
paratively light. Bleach is in rather 
brisk demand and dealers have ad- 
vanced views owing to limited spot 
holdings. Acetic acid has been sub- 
jected to keen competition and the 
market has presented a very unset- 
tled appearance with prices materially 
lower. Needle antimony is firmer on 
spot, holders having advanced the 
market to 4%c. Second hands are of- 
fering red arsenic at a shade under 
former prices.

Mid-Continent Petroleum Develop- 
ments. 
Independence, Kan., Aug. 16, 1910. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company is drawing 
more heavily upon its reserve stocks in this 
field this month than at any previous time, 
and from present indications will soon have 
exhausted the stocks tanked this year The 
letter of last week showed that the Prairie 
had stored more oil so far this year than it 
had drawn from stocks, but this will not 
long hold true if the company continues tak 
ing oil out of tankage for its pipe lines at the 
rate of 13,500 barrels a day. 

According to the report issued by the Prairie 
for the first seven of this month the 
runs amounted to 79,0 barrels a day, while 
the deliveries were 9.55 barrels day, 
showing a demand upon stocks of 153,577.52 
barrels a day During the first week of the 
present month 95,042.64 barrels were taken out 
of storage, At this rate it would take about 
eight years to exhaust the Prairie’s surplus 
stock of 41,000,000 barrels, or a litt!'e longer 
than it took to accumulate it. The history of 
oil fields, however, has not shown that stocks 
are reduced that fast. Before the month is 
over it is quite probable the runs will have 
increased so that the average drain upon the 
stocks will be 5,000 barrels or less a day, 

Some newspapers in the field are asking 
why it is with production decreasing, con- 
sumption increasing, stocks reducing and ample 
pipe line facilities, the market does not ad- 
vance That is a problem, sure enough. But 
it is no more difficult of solution than the 
slowing promises of these same newspapers 
that if competition were permitted all the 
vil would be taken and the price of petroleum 
advanced The reform newspapers made so 
many statements of this character that the 
Interior Department at Washington made rules 
so severe on the Standard and so favorable 
to independent companies that two big pipe 
lines were organized and two lines to the Gulf 
Were built. Soon practically all the oil was 
taken, and it was believed these ‘‘proteected’’ 
lines would advance the price But what hap- 
pened? These lines cut the price from 41 
cents to 35 cents 

There is no denying the fact that the mid 
continent producers cannot produce oil profit 
ably at 3S cents and that they must either 
quit trying, get bigger wells or meet losses 
it is growing very quiet in the field, and the 
only hope of better conditions is a better mar 
ket, which in the natural order of things 
ought to be soon due
